“(This is) a band put together of pretty 
good musicians that play along the 
Shoals,” Decoys vocalist-guitarist Scott 
Boyer explains. “The band actually 
started about 30 years ago. I’ve been in 
this band for 30 years, which is more 
than I’ve been in all the other bands 
put together.” 


Boyer was a member of Cowboy, a 
southern rock outfit that has become 
something of a legend, and he was part 
of the Capricorn Rhythm Section. The 
latter backed anyone and everyone in 
the southern rock world during the 
‘70s, when most of the genre’s bands 
were signed to Capricorn Records. 


David Hood, N.C Thurman, Mike 
Dillon and Kelvin Holly complete the 
lineup. Each member of the band has 
his own jaw-dropping history—from 
backing Little Richard to writing hit 
songs—but the story always begins 
with a love for (and connection to) the 
music of Muscle Shoals, Alabama.

Boyer began his music career in the 
early ‘60s, starting with acoustic 
folk songs. “Dylan went electric, and 
that‘s when I got in my first band.”

and David Brown, who later played 
with Boz Scaggs and Cowboy. 


“We played around Tallahassee and 
eventually statewide,” says Boyer. 
“We had a ball playing at the 1968 
Republican National Convention in 
Miami. We had to go through three 
security checks to get in, and I took 
some silverware from the tables and 
nobody checked us on the way out. 


“I don’t know what I thought back then. 
I was trying,” he says of a music career 
that has spanned nearly half a century. 
“I feel sort of blessed that I have been 
able to make a living doing this as long 
as I have. I appreciate the fact that I’ve 
been able to do this for a good long while. 


“T’ve noticed lately that I’m better 
known up here than I used to be. The 
attention is nice, and it’s nice to get 
respect from the music business. And 
all you have to do is be in it for 50 
years!” he says with a laugh. 

When it comes to the Decoys, it’s all 
about the music. “I love getting up on 
stage and listening to what they do. It 
is a good feeling band. The grooves are 
there—just like Muscle Shoals is so well 
known for—and it is a joy to play with 
these people.” 


The Decoys have a couple original CDs 
under their belts, and they will have 
some on hand for the festival. They’re 
talking about recording another album 
in the near future. 


The Decoys perform Saturday night, 
Oct. 1, on the Destin City Stage at 8.

15 Questions with Nonie of “The Ark” 


Continuing our tie-in with The 
Beachcomber’s 15th anniversary... This 
issue, the spotlight shines on longtime 
Emerald Coast “EDUtainer” Nonie. 
Thanks to Beachcomber contributing 
writer Nikki Hedrick for the suggestion! 


1. Where do you currently call home? 
I live in Fort Walton Beach with 28 
other living creatures, 29 when you 
account for my awesome second mate 
and pilot Brandon—229 if you count 
all the pet roaches! 


2. Where did you grow up? 
St. Petersburg, Florida. Summers in 
Jacksonville. 


3. Where did you develop your 
affinity for animals and our natural 
world? 

Growing up in the semi-tropics of 
Florida, where there is no shortage of 
native and exotic critters, my family 
was always caring for wild and domestic 
creatures. There were dogs, cats, rats, 
guinea pigs, flying squirrels, snakes, 
chickens, a turkey, a screech owl and 
even a sheep at one time. We spent 
time camping in Osceola National 
Forest where I was able to explore more 
natural surroundings other than the 
“green space” of the cemetery in my 
neighborhood that I considered my 
playground. There, I climbed trees, 
played in the pond with the Muscovy 
ducks, and built sheet forts amongst 
the invasive Australian pines with 
my girlfriends. We enjoyed our city 
neighborhood and found as many 
outdoor and nature adventures as we 
could, exploring, catching and raising 
tadpoles and fish from Joe’s Creek. 


4. How did you get into animal 
“EDUtainment”? 

In 1991, my senior year, I spent a career 
day at Busch Gardens shadowing 
zookeepers in the animal nursery. 
At the end of the day, they offered 
me a summer job. I had a great 
summer caring for a baby camel named 
Schwarzkopf (Gulf War reference) and 
various other exotic animals. I went 
to zoo school for college in Gainesville 
for two years and found my calling in 
zoo education and live performance 
presentations. I had side jobs in college 
at a snake farm and a bat farm. I had 
an awesome job working at LUBEE, 
a research facility dedicated to the 
coolest and biggest bats in the world. 


After college I worked at various zoos, 
aquariums, vet’s offices and a children’s 
daycare, but couldn’t really click with 
employers. Both sides of my family 
are self-employed entrepreneurs so 
naturally I wanted to be independent, 
too. I needed a zoo of my own. I hada 
few personal pets and started perusing 
the classifieds for more. At one of my 
previous animal jobs, I was a birthday

party host and realized I could do this 
myself. In 1997, I came up with the 
name Nonie’s Ark, purchased some 
party goods, started handing out 
brochures, and the rest is history. lam 
proud to say that I will be celebrating 
my 20th year in business in 2017. 


5. What’s your favorite animal? 

I love all my animals, just as any other 
mom does. I cannot choose a favorite, 
but as for the animal kingdom in 
general, I love bats the most. 


6. Who are some of the people that 
influenced you? 

In 5th grade, my teacher had a large 
python in her classroom. And in 7th 
grade. I discovered my mentor, Mr. 
Scull. His science classroom was full of 
animals, and I learned some hands-on 
husbandry skills by caring for his 
classroom zoo for two years during 
my elective period and by taking some 
home on weekends and breaks. He is 
quite a funny, quirky guy and I really 
enjoyed his “repertoire” with students— 
some of that can be experienced in 
my presentations. He was very honest 
and direct about biology and the cycles 
of life, etc. I used to beg to stay up 
to watch The Late Show when Joan 
Embry was a guest with animals from

San Diego Zoo and grew up watching 
Tarzan, Marlin and Jim on Wild 
Kingdom and Jack Hanna. 


7. What is a typical day like for you? 
I work 24 hours a day. When you live 
on the Ark, you always know when one 
of the crewmates needs something, 
especially when a majority of them are 
nocturnal. I really want to sleep in, but 
duty—or doody—calls. In the mornings, 
I catch up on emails, purchasing and 
marketing chores, etc. Admittedly, I do 
spend a lot of time online and on social 
media reading, learning, sharing, and 
I hope my friends and fans enjoy that. 
I feed, water, spot clean, socialize and 
release those that need free time and 
hugs by mid-morning. The rest of the 
day is usually mine to play unless I 
am out “EDUtaining” at a classroom, 
retirement home, festival, birthday 
party, etc. 


When the sun goes down, another set 
of crewmates needs attention. I spend 
about 30 minutes cutting fresh fruit, 
feeding and socializing with them. I 
was trained in college and at LUBEE to 
keep enriching captive animals’ lives, 
so I try to come up with various toys, 
foods, scents and activities to stir the 
animals’ activity levels. The “toys” are 
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usually things I find at thrift stores that 
they can tear up, hide in or poop all 
over and I can toss or recycle in the end. 


8. Tell us about your mission to 
“EDUtain.” 

Over the past 19 years, I have adopted 
well over 100 animals from unwanted 
and usually irresponsible situations. 
I am diligent and unapologetic about 
my mission to teach the children and 
adults I meet about responsible lifetime 
commitments to pet ownership. I focus 
on small exotic animals from pet stores. 
I also educate about some of our native 
animals. Some of my charges were 
stolen from the wild because a family 
wanted to “save” the animals. This 
truly is “killing with kindness.” If you 
see an animal crossing the road, such 
as a turtle, help it across the road and 
walk away. Wild animals deserve to be 
wild and pet animals should stay pets. 


Some of the animals I rescue could very 
well have been set free by irresponsible 
pet owners trying to do the animal a favor 
and that is not the favor they need. The 
Florida Fish and Wildlife Conservation 
Commission (FWC) has a program for 
folks to relinquish their unwanted pets 
with amnesty at the Gulfarium on Sept.

I have 28 fuzzy, feathered, scaled, cold 
and warm blooded family members at 
my house, but I only bring seven at a 
time in a tall “craft cart” of drawers 
to events. Luckily, all of them are 
small enough to fit comfortably in the 
drawers, which are equal to pet carriers 
that I used to have to haul around when 
I worked for other facilities. I figured 
out how to work smarter, not harder. 


10. What’s a typical Nonie’s Ark 
show like?

Enjoying Bourbon Heritage Without Spending Your Inheritance

September is Bourbon Heritage 
Month in America. Demand for 
bourbon has come a long way since 
the 1970s, when distillers were doing 
embarrassing things to get people to 
buy their product. Fortunately the 
country came to its senses. 


Increased demand and the rise 
of limited-output craft distilleries 
and boutique bourbon producers 
are driving bourbon prices into the 
stratosphere. Two years agoI dida 
survey of bourbons for under $30. 
Regrettably, some of the bourbons 
I listed no longer qualify. Old Grand 
Dad Bonded jumped from $18 to 
$24. The old man didn’t jump alone, 
either. 


I accepted the challenge. This 
column sets the price bar even 
lower—a sampling of 10 genuine 
bourbons, all purchased locally, 
priced at under $20 (non- 
discounted, pre-tax) for a 750 ml. 
bottle. I tried all of them neat, in my 
hardworking Glencairn glass. 


MCAFEE’S BENCHMARK OLD 
NO. 8 

80 Proof 

Buffalo Trace 

$9.47 

I read somewhere Benchmark was 
originally intended as a budget- 
priced competitor for Maker’s Mark. 
Like Maker’s, Benchmark can 
be found everywhere. As with all 
bourbon, it needs time in the glass 
to open up. The nose offers peach, 
apricot preserves, honeycomb, 
earth, wood, a little menthol and 
butterscotch. I could taste sweet 
tea, prune, juice from canned fruit, 
and a pear and dried fruit finish. It 
drinks just fine on its own. 


OLD CROW 

80 Proof 

Jim Beam 

$9.77 

Reportedly the favorite whiskey of 
U.S. Grant. The first time I opened 
the bottle I couldn’t get any kind 
of nose. I tried again a week later 
and detected a faint orange peel 
scent, followed by tea with orange 
and honey, cardboard and paper. 
The tea and honey continue on the 
taste, with fruit cocktail, Halloween 
taffy and a little pepper. Old Crow 
would be a great choice for an old 
fashioned Boilermaker—with PBR 
or Rolling Rock; don’t invest in cask- 
conditioned Abbey Ale or anything 
from Oregon.

Like Old Crow, Zackariah Harris is shy 
at first sniff, then gives up a little orange 
peel, pickle brine and unsweetened tea.

Is it five o’clock yet? Pay no mind 
to your phone or watch—it’s always 
five o’clock somewhere. And that 
somewhere is Jimmy Buffett’s 
Margaritaville in HarborWalk Village. 
The idea here is to party like it’s quittin’ 
time all day starting at 11 a.m. and well 
into the night—at least until 10 or later, 
if there’s a crowd. 


When the Destin Seafood Festival rolls 
around, you can get a double dose of 
Margaritaville. Besides the permanent 
location on the harbor, they'll also 
be hosting a grab-and-go booth in 
its midst, offering their much adored 
fish tacos and jambalaya along with 
a choice of—what else?—margaritas. 


Still, if you’d rather be wastin’ away in 
Beerville, simply walk a few extra steps 
over to the huge, unmissable cafe, done 
up in the bright colors of an Aloha shirt, 
and home to one of the most glorious 
waterfront views to be found on the 
harbor. 


Don’t be fooled by its reputation as 
a tourist trap. Margaritaville actually 
has a very good selection of brews, on 
tap and in bottles, as well as a budget- 
friendly weekday Happy Hour from 4 to 
7 p.m., with draft beer starting at three 
bucks. But then again, would we expect 
anything less from the namesake of 
a legendary trop-rock performer who 
famously sang about “cold draft beer” 
and even composed an affectionate 
one-minute ode to Corona? 


These days, Buffett’s all hooked up 
with Landshark, having parted ways 
with the Corona sponsorship nearly 
10 years ago. So it’s no surprise to 
find Landshark is the beer of choice 
here, with its name plastered across 
Adirondack chairs and the top story 
bar named in its honor. It’s also used

Brewed in not-too-distant Jacksonville, 
the lager is a lovely traditional golden and 
has a malty, inoffensive taste.

(sorry, Mr. Buffett), including a couple 
all-time faves. And those would be Sierra 
Nevada Pale Ale, a clean tasting, thirst 
quenching twist of citrus that goes down 
smooth, and the Dogish Head 60 Minute 
Ale, appropriately caramelly, but not too 
hoppy or bitter.

They took their lighthouse interest a step further 
when they served as voluntary caretakers at the Little 
River Lighthouse off the coast of Cutler, Maine. This 
year marked their second stint at the lighthouse, 
but the first with their seven-year-old grandson. The 
lighthouse is located on an island at the southern 
tip of the Bay of Fundy whose tidal change can be 
from 15 to 18 feet. 


Although Turk is a diehard southerner, she loved 
their little lighthouse home. “It’s a totally different 
world than any I’ve ever lived in,” she says. “The 
weather is seldom really hot, with highs maybe in 
the low 80s, and can change daily. The first summer 
we stayed at the island, we ran fans one day and the 
next had to turn on space heaters. But the beauty 
and almost uncivilized landscape is wonderfully 
refreshing. Plus we loved the people of the friendly 
small town, where almost all are lobster fishermen.” 


Turk is currently working on a four-book series of Civil 
War era novels, all set in Florida and each involving a 
different lighthouse. The first in the series, Rebel Light, 
is available on Kindle now and in print soon. When 
she’s not writing or climbing lighthouses, the author 
enjoys playing tennis, boating, fishing and gardening.
